One has devoted 
much of his time to the theory and practice of water- 
works—not very extensive, indeed, but quite sufficient 
to show he had some experience in the subject. We 
have not seen any fountains in the pleasure-grounds 
of Mr. Codd, nor has he periodically slushed the in- 
mates of the poorhouse, still Mr. Codd is a gentleman 
in whom very many of our fellow-citizens place con- 
fiderice, and deservedly. In this, asin every other 
subject of discussion, personality is the last weapon 
of a baffled assailant. 

But, in sober truth, the citizens have three things 
to complain of. In the first place, the provisions of 
the Bill were confessedly wrapped in mystery. No 
one was empowered te give information—none but 
the committee of two knew what was preparing. It 
is said that this secrecy was necessary, in order to 
prevent opposition to the Bill. It strikes us that 
this was a fatal error.

The most ardent ocrat must admit that 
for real work and despatch of business ours is the more 
efficient . We have imperfections enough, 
no doubt, but our business is done, upon the whole, in | 
a very creditable fashion. No party strife, however 
keen is suffered to impede for any length of time the 
real work of the nation ; indeed, it would be the ruin ot 
any political section if it could be clearly established 
that the affairs of the country had suffered through its 
proceedings as American affairs are suffering now. 

According to certain theories, eloquently advocated, 
there ought to be no division of parties in a country 
like America, where there is no aristocracy, and where 
the suffrage is regulated upon the purest Democratic 
principles. We see, however, that the spirit of politi- 
tal faction is far stronger in the model republic than 
under our own monarchy, that it is indulged with 
greater licence, and is carried to greater excesses. We 
are not saying this in disparagement of American 
character, for human nature will account for much of the 
result. The idea of a whole nation being of one mind 
and forming but one class or one party on all ques- 
tions is a mere absurdity. Every now and then 
this unanimity may, doubtless, be exhibited, as it is 
just now among ourselves on the expediency of 
national defence and volunteer armaments ; but, except 
for these rare and all-pervading impulses, opinions will 
necessarily differ, and the variety will be greater in 
proportion as the freedom of the community is more 
complete. The Americans split into parties just as we 
do, and party objects are pursued with more tenacity 
and less scruple on their side of the Atlantic than on 
ours. At this moment it happens that the great and 
perilous question of Slavery has been agitated with 
extraordinary violence. The Southern States are 
alarmed for their very existence, and threaten to preci- 
pitate a final decision, even at the cost of the Union 
itself. Between the Republicans and Democrats, there- 
fore—names which in America signify the two opposite 
poles of political opinion,—there is no longer any men- 
tion of compromise, and it is supposed that even if a 
Speaker could be elected the proceedings of the House 
would reflect the convulsions of the country as strongly 
as before. 

Such a spectacle as this may well attract our atten- 
tion. Mr. Bright need have made no apology last week 
for drawing his illustrations from the United States. 
We concur with him inthinking that the proceedings of 
the two Governments and the affairs of the two 
countries may be advantageously compared 
where we differ is in thinking that the comparison is 
unfavourable to ourselves.

We can perfectly 
understand that Canal water, taken from the eleventh 
lock, will be pure, sparkling, and free from organic 
matter; while water taken from the Grand Canal 
Basin may be teeming with monstrous forms of ani- 
mal life. The Canal water may be pure in one spot 
and impure in another, especially if there is a little 
skill used in the selection of the specimens for ana- 
lysis. 

And there is alittle mystery about this. The 
Basin from which the water which horrified our 
present Lord Mayor was drawn was under the care 
of the Corporation itself. Ifa deep sediment of mu 
was allowed to settle down, if weeds and noxious 
things were permitted to cover the surface, who was 
to blame for this ? 
the Corporation, and men will say that that body is 
not to be trusted so confidently with the supply from 
a new source who so scandalously neglected the old 
one. 

Moreover, the citizens were literally suffering from 
drought during a portion of last summer. We all re- 
member the clouds of blinding dust which swept 
through our streets, and the serious loss occasioned to 
our shopkeepers. The Corporation issued a 
notice to request the citizens to be as sparing as 
possible in the use of water, and they ceased to water 
the streets. Very many persons suspect there was a 
good deal of management in this, for there was the 
Liffey full to the brim for some hours every day. 
Why was not the water for the’streets taken from that 
source ? We assure the members of the Corporation 
that numbers believe now that the plan pursued by 
the Corporation then was designed to iorce them 
into acquiescence to any Water Bill which should 
be proposed. 

The sum asked for the construction of the Water 
Works is close upon a quarter of a million. That 
is a tremendous amount, but certainly not too much 
if an adequate supply could be obtained, and if the 
cost would end there. It was stated, at the meeting 
of the Corporation, that the sum required for 
compensation to millowners would be very trifling. 
This word “ trifling” is of a very expansive character 
in Government or Corporate contracts. It may 
mean £10,000, or it may mean £500,000. We know 
that, of two maaufactureis who have establishments 
on the Liffey banks, one will demand £25,000 for 
compensation, and the other £16,000. There are 
dozens of mills and other works along the river, All 
must be compensated fairly, or we shall have an 
enormous amount of litigation. It is in vain to say 
that the formation of a reservoir will secure for the 
millers, &c., a permanent supply. ‘There is no proof 
of that whatever. 

The whole subject requires to be thoroughly and 
scientifically sifted. The geological formation of 
Kippure, for instance, has not been sufficiently 
examined. We do not know what quantity of water 
can be obtained fromthe Canals. We have noestimate 
for the purchase of lands for reservoirs or conduits, 
or for compensation to millowners. On all grounds

career. In the disposition to spend money they are at 
least as ready as we are ; in the disposition to contract 
debt they are far readier. They can hardly support 
a fifth part of our taxation without recurring to the 
palliative of a loan. In political controversies they are 
more widely divided, and the contending factions pur- 
sue their respective objects with a disregard of the 
public interests which in this country would not be to- 
lerated for a week. They have no “great families” to 
put in hereditary claims to office, because their families 
have not yet had time to grow great, and one object, 
therefore, of Mr. Bright’s antipathy is certainly absent. 
But if the despatch of business is any criterion 
of a Legislature’s excellence, we may confidently 
maintain that the British Parliament, what- 
ever may be its elements, is a superior machine 
to the American Congress. Our senators get through 
more work, evince more public spirit, and are far more 
reluctant to embarrass the Administration of the 
eountry. If the Opposition cannot succeed, except at 
the cost of public interests, it accepts its defeat, and 


leaves its rivals in the possession of power. If any 
party in the House of Commons had delayed public 
business—we will not say till the end of March 


next, but even to the end of the present month—it 
would have been their destruction. ‘The Americans, 
however, have deliberately sacrificed two mouths of a 
Session, and if the present temper of Congress con- 
tinues, may possibly sacrifice the remainder, and sepa- 
rate without performing any business at all. It is 
strange, we think, if such examples can be commended 
to us for our instruction,

But 
he still stands alone; a man by himself, whose opinions 
on any public question no man could predict.

In this, however, he was not sia- 
gular, There was a good deal uf English grumbling at 
it in both Houses, and the leaders in some of the papers 
are beginning to express a gathering fear that in remit- 
ting duties on French goods we may be paying too dear 
for our whistle.

EXPRESS FROM PARIS. 

‘Phe following is the letter of the Times Paris corres- 
pondent, dated Wednesday, 6 p.m.:— 

The silence in the Queen’s Speech respecting the 
signing of the Treaty of Commerce between England 
and France has surprised many people here, and, for 
aught J know, may appear strange to some in England. 
That omission has even led some to doubt whether the 
signatures have yet been affixed to that document. If 
any persons think so they must see that they are greatly 
in error. The Treaty was most assurediy signed on 
Monday afternoon, as I have already stated. The ncn- 
announcement of that fact in the Speech from the Throne 
was a matter of preconcerted arrangement. It was 
thought in London, as in Paris, that the news of the ex- 
istence of an instrument to be followed by important 
modifications of the Customs’ Laws in this country 
would come more regularly from the French Sovereign, 
and be more respectful to the nation, than if it was first 
officially declared in the English Parliament. As I 
mentioned on a former occasion, the Moniteur will, pro- 
bably, give the Treaty concurrently with Mr. Glad- 
stone’s financial statement in the Commons ; anda de- 
tailed report, for the satisfaction and information of the 
French nation, will, doubtless, accompany it. The 
Treaty will, as I have said, probably take effect in Eng- 
land forthwith, asI believe an order of the House of 
Commons (if that be the pruper phrase) is su ffi- 
cient authority for the Customs’ authorities with- 
out waiting for the formality of a law. 

But, though 18 months have to pass away before 
complete‘reciprocity takes place, it must not be sup- 
posed that nothing will be done in the French tariff till 
July, 1861. I don’t know whether we set very great

It was very desirable, as the law was the same in both coun- 
tries, that the course of proceeding should be precisely the 
same. It was also very important that the responsibility of 
parties in such cases should not be different in the two coun- 
-tries, and that the security for the liberty of the subject 
should be the same; and that the provisions of that reme- 
dial and valuable measure for the liberty of the subject, 
“the Habeas Corpus Act, should be carried outin the same way 
in both countries. The court, therefore, postponed their de- 
cision in the case of the infant Mary Mathews, until they 
obtained more full and accurate information upon the case 
to which he alluded as decided in England. The case had not 
been reported, but there was merely a short reference to it 
in a publication, which was insufficient. If they should not 
be able to obtain sufficient information on the’ case before 
the term was over they would appoint a day for delivering 
judgment in chamber. 

Maddock v. Mallett. ; 

This case came before the court on demurrer to the 
defendant's pleas. It was an action brought to re- 
cover damages for breach'of cevenant to maintain and 
repair certain premises, demised upwards of twenty 
years to the defendant, ‘The,breach arose by the taking’ 
down of a house, and the erection on its site of an iron foun- 
dry. The defendant al'eged the statute of limitations bar- 
red the action. ‘The plaintiff demurred to this defence, and 
insisted there had been a continual breach from year to year, 
which necessitated a new cause ef action. 

The court delivered judgment, overruling the demurrer. 
THE CHAPLAINCY OF THE GALWAY UNION—THE DECISION, 
The Queen v. the Rev. Peter Daly. 

The Court delivered judgment in this case, which has béen 
standing over for some time. It will be remembered the 
case was brought before the court to show cause against 
making absolute a conditional order which had been ob- 
tained by the Poor Law Commissioners against a Roman 
Catholic clergyman, named Daly, who had been dismissed 
from theo flice of chaplain of the Galway Union, and which 
he persisted in retaining, notwithstanding a sealed order of 
the Commissioners te the contrary. The conditional order 
was for a writ of guo warranto to compel Mr. Daly to resign 
the office. Counsel, during the progress of the case, referred to 
the affidavit of the Chief Clerk of the Commissiongrs, 
in which he deposed that a letter was written by the 
Commissioners’ inspector, requesting Mr. Daly to 
ceall on his bishop get him to appoint a chaplain 
in ‘his place, as he/had been dismissed. Mr. Brodie, 
the poor law pector, waited upon the Roman 
Catholic bishop. and explained the circumstances of the 
case, and the bishop declined to do more than promise that 
the religious wants o inmates in the union belonging to 
his church would be attended to. A resolution was then 
passed by the board of guatdiars that the Rev. Mr. Daly 
should be requested to continue his connection with the house 
as chaplain. The deponent further stated in his affidavit that 
he had been informed the Commsteners directed their in- 
spector, Mr. Brodie, to renew his communication with the 
Roman Catholic bishop of Galway, on the subject of appoint- 
ing some other clergyman in room of Mr. Daly, dismis- 
sed. The inspector accordingly did so, but that gen- 
tleman refused to interfere, and the inspector then 
waited upon several other Roman Catholic clergymen, 
but they all declined to acoept it ; that he was 
further informed, notwithstanding the order of the 
Commissioners, Mr. Daly continued to act as chaplain to the 
Galway Union. Upon the 8th of May, 1859, at a meeting of 
the board of guardians, a letter was received from Mr. Daly, 
requesting that his half-yearly salary might be psid. A 
resolution was carried by a majority of the guardians, to 
comply with his demand, and accordingly a cheque for £35 
salary was given him. ‘The resolution was signed by 
Anthony O'Flaherty, as chairman. The deponent believed 
that Mr. Daly would continue to act as chaplain, notwith- 
standing the order of the Commissioners, unless prohibited 
by the court. For the purpose of showing cause against making 
absolute the conditionalorder, Mr. Daly filed an affidavit, in 
which he stated he was advised that the office of chaplain 
to the Galway Union was not such an office as by lawa 
writ of quo warranto could affect ; that he claimed the right 
in performance of Lis duty as a Christian minister, to attend 
the inmates in the workhouse, inasmuch as they were his 
parishioners within the limits of his parish ; that in the 
menth of November last, a foundling child was brought by 
aman tothe master of the workhouse, who christened him 
John Joyce; that he, the Rev. Peter Daly, from circumstan- 
ces within his knowledge, called the child by the name of 
John Butler, and baptised him a Roman Catholic; that the at- 
tention of the board was called to the baptism, and to the fact 
of the child's name being changed from Jobn Joyce to John 
Butler, and that complaint was made of the child being bap- 
tised a Roman Catholic instead of the religion of the State. 
A letter was addressed by the commissioners on the 16th 
December, 1858, to the board of guardians in reference to 
the child, frem which it appeared that when the child was 
first registered a Roman Catholic its parentage was un- 
known, and that the master, in discharge of his duty, ought 
to have registered it a Protestant, and that, if the master 
failed afterwards in discharging his duty, the Commissioners 
would consider the propriety of removing him from the 
office. That letter was sent by the board of guardians to Mr. 
Daly in order that he might reply to it. He did reply to the 
letter, and claimed a rightas tothe rearing of the child in 
the Roman Catholic religion. The main question in the case 
was whether or mot Mr. Daly, having received a sealed order 
of the Commissioners, dismjssing him from the chaplaincy, 
and having ceased, in point of law, to be the chaplain of the 
Galway Union, whether the present proceeding by quo war- 
ranto could’be directed against him by the court, for the 
purpose of a him to cease his attendance. The 4th 
‘section of the Ist 2nd Vic. made the office of chaplain 
only tenable during the pleasure of the Commissioners. The 
main question for the court was, whether or not the Commis- 
sioners took the course they should have taken for the re- 
moval of Mr. Daly. After the dismissal of Mr. Daly no 
other person wouid accept the oflice, and the Commissioners 
had done all they could, and ‘signed their sealed order dis- 

missing him from the chaplaincy. 

The case was argued on behalf of the Commissioners by 
Mr. a Fitzgibbon, Mr. Pennefather, Q.C., and Mr. 
Michael Morris; and on behalf of Mr. Daly by Mr. Serjeant 
O'Hagan and Mr. Blake, Q.C.

The Lord Chief Justice, in delivering the judgment of the 


court, said thata conditional order had been granted at the 
instance of the Poor Law Commissioners for liberty to file 
an information in tle nature of a writ of guo warranto, re- 
quiring the Rev. Mr. Daly to show cause why he claimed te 
exercise the office of chaplain in the poor law union of the 
county of Galway. Cause was shown against that con- 
ditional order, founded on a very short preliminary 
ground, which, if well founded, made it unnecessary to 

o into the case—namely, that the nature of the office 

eld by the Rev. Mr. Daly was such that the quo warranto 
did not lie. The cases in which the quo warranto to lay 
_were fully considered by the House of Lords in Queen 
v. Darley. Until the decision in that case it would appear 
that the greatest doubt prevailel upon the question, and 
more inconsistent decisions had been made upon it than on 
almost any other point of law. The decision in the Queen v, 
Darley, however, definitively ascertained the cases to which 
the quo warranto was applicable. O::e of the matters which 
led to difference iu the decisions was with respect to the 
source of the office. It was held in some cases that the writ 
only applied in the case of offices which had its source in 
the appointment of the Crown. The tendency of later 
cases was that the same principle which made the 
writ applicable to an office originated in the ap- 
pointment of the Crown made it equally applicable 
to offices created by Act of Parliament.
